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Chapter No. 1 


Introduction to Holy Vedas 


• The name Veda is derived from vid or vidya, 
which means knowledge. Vedas means knowledge 
par excellence. 

• In period of Mahamunee patangalee there 
were approximately 1121 Vedas. As per Swami 
Dayanand there are only four Vedas, namely Rig 
Veda, Atharwa Veda, Sam Veda, and Yajur Veda, 
and remaining are explanations of Vedas. 

• Rig Veda contains songs of praises of God. Yajur 
Veda describes the details of sacrificial formulas 
or Yagya. Sam Veda contains poems or melody. 
Sam means shanti or peace. Atharva Vedas 
describes Hawan or worship with help of fire. 

• A group of verses (Mantras) are called 
sanghta. Great scholar “Ved veyas” has arranged 
the sanghtas in all the holy Vedas. 

• The English writers who researched on Hindu 
scripture such as Mr. Megdanel, Mr. Reverent 
Immersion, Mr. Max Muller, believe that holy 
Vedas are revealed between 800 to 1200 BC. While 
as per Swami Dayanand holy Vedas are revealed 
millions of year ago at the time of birth of this 
world. 

• Common people consider holy Vedas as 
“Apoorshee”. That means it is not written by any 
purush or man. They also call it Adi Gyan(«n^t urn) 
and Adi Granth(3uf That means verse of God, 
and ancient scripture respectively. 

• Vedas are also known as Shruti Gyan urn) 
that means “Heard knowledge or knowledge 
which is to be heard”. For thousands of years it 
was not in book form, but complete Vedas were 
memorized by priest community. At the end of 
eighteenth century first time Mr. Max Muller has 
converted holy Vedas from memories to written 


form, after Listning it from various scholars and 
priests. 

• The book with name Tatriya Brahman as well 
as some Sanskrit scholars says that it is compiled 
by human being. Reason of such thinking is that 
many verses are not as per the greatness and 
standard of God. For example Rig Vedas says “A 
good advice should not be given to a shudra 
Rigved(no/70/8). Another verse says that if a 
person from lower cast starts doing business or 
profession of upper caste, then king should forfeit 
the property of person of lower cast and send him 
in exile. (Rig Ved. 14/53/3) (Ref. W. 1. Wilkins in Hindus 
Mythology) 

• Some scholar says that as holy Vedas were in 
memory of priest community. So while writing 
down, because of their confusion some non- 
Divine matter also got mixed with text of holy 
Vedas. Otherwise verse of Vedas are clearly of 
Divine nature, and equivalent to same text in 
other Divine books, such as holy Quran and holy 

Bible etc. (Ref. Griffith in his book “Hymns of Rig Veda -volume - 1) 

• Holy Vedas are called “Adi Granth”. That 
means “Ancient verses” or the Divine verses which 
God revealed at initial stage of civilization of 
human being. In Holy Quran holi Vedas are 
referred as “Suhfe-oola”. That also means initial, 
prior or ancient Divine verses. 

• Mr. Max Muller after searching for twenty 
years and spending too much money, was able to 
collect only one explanation of holi Vedas in 
complete form, and that was written by achrya 
sayan. And on basis of that translation he was able 
to search many more divine books (Ref. Bhomica 
yajurveda page no. 403. Tantra maha vigayan (1:2) pandit shri- 
ram shamji.) 
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• Yask wrote the first explanation of holy 
Vedas. His book was called Narkat. But it is not 
available in complete term. Recent time scholar 
who wrote explanation of Vedas are Swami 
Dayanand, Arvind Ghosh, Dr. Anand Kumar Swami. 

• Vedas contain a treasure of wisdom. Some of 
them are as follow. 


1. This is mine, and that is yours, such thinking 
are of mean minded people. Broad minded people 
consider this whole universe as a single family. 

(OTt ^iRdHKJ, 4^4 *§5«WT) 

2. Right path is simple (Rig Vedas- 13/3/8) 

3. Every breath curses a gambler. His wife 
deserts him, and no one lends money to a 
gambler. (Rig ved 10-34-3) 

4. Oh gamblers! do farming and quit gambling, 
and remain satisfied with whatever you earn 
through framing (Rig ved 10-34-13) 

5. Liquor drinkers lose controls over 
themselves. They do those things which annoy 
you. Oh Ishwar! you also don't help these types of 
people. (Rig ved 8-21-14) 

6. Oh God! you forfeit the prosperity of those 
who give loan to get more and more profit 
(interest) (Rig ved 3-53-14) 

7. (Oh human being) respect to your elders, 
have noble thoughts. Don't get divided (among 


yourself) have friendship and unity. Come to me 
practicing noble deed. I will create understanding, 
unified thinking among you. (Rig ved 10-191-3) 

8. Because you born as a women, keep your eye 
sight down, keep your feets close together, and 
don't wear such dresses which reveals your body (Rig 
ved 8-33-19) 

9. The Son should be subordinate to his father and 
obedient tO his mother. (Atharvaveda 3-30-2) 



Chapter No. 2 

How to Understand Holy Quran 


• Holy Quran introduces itself in following 
words. “This is the Book about which there is no 
doubt. A guidance for those conscious people, 
who take great care to avoid the displeasure of 
God. Who believe in the unseen, establish prayer, 
and donate (wealth) which God have provided 
them, and who believe in what has been revealed 
to you [0 Muhammad], and what was revealed 
earlier to you, and for those who believe in 
hereafter (life after death). These types of people 
are upon [right] guidance from their Lord, and it 
is these people who are the successful. (Holy Quran 
2 : 1 - 4 ) 

• Prophet Mohammad (Pbuh) received first verse of 
Quran in 611 AD and last verse in 634 AD. So in 
span of 23 years, part by part, as per the situation, 

God keeps on revealing verse to Prophet 
Mohammad (Pbuh). 

• Quran is like a syllabus of a subject. It is not a text 
book. God defined the topic and prophet teaches 
the subject. For example God ordered to perform 
namaz in Quran, but Quran does not describe how 
to perform it. It was Prophet Mohammad (Pbuh) 
who taught it. So while reading it, don't expect a 
systematic description of a religious subject, like 
a text book. 

• To understand Quran correctly one has to keep in 
his mind following figure and fact 

1 Text of Quran was not received as written 
commandment from God to human being. But it 
was received in a speech form. God dictated his 
command to his Prophet via arch angel Gabriel. 

2. Holy Quran has three types of verses. In first type 
we get History of other religions, their prophets 
and books, and how they spent their life in this 
world. 

In second type of verses are about rules of 
religions. That is what is right and what is wrong, 
what is sin and what is noble deed, what is 
allowed and what is prohibited. 

Third type of verses are for guidance of mankind. 
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That is within boundaries of religion, what further 
we should do to have peace and success in life as 
well as after death. 

Every verse was revealed because of some 
particular reason. To understand any verse, one 
also has to understand in which situation that was 
revealed. 

In Quran God calls to think, to analyze, and 
to improve our-self. So it's verse compels us for 
logical thinking, and accepting and following the 
truth. Quran is not a dictionary of figure and fact. 

5. Quran was revealed in Saudi Arabia, and first 
it addressed to Arabs. So the examples of old 
civilizations which are described in Quran are only 
from in and around Arab, about which Arabs were 
already aware. Because of this when they were 
warned with reference to known civilization, it 
deeply impressed and influenced them. 

• When a prophet preaches the massage of God, 
people always doubt about credibility of that 
prophet. So God also gave some miracle of 
supernatural type to most of the prophets. For 
example Prophet Moses (AS) was in an era when 
witch-craft was at its peak. So Prophet Moses(AS) 
got miracle of converting his stick into python. 
This miracle was much superior to any witch craft. 

Jesus Christ (AS)was in an era of education 
and of great Greek civilization. So Jesus Christ (AS) 
got a miracle of making dead man alive again, and 
healing lepers and blinds. Said miracles were 
beyond any scientific and medical achievement. 

Similarly Prophet Mohammad (Pbuh) was in an 
era, in which Arabic literary was at its peak. So 
God gave Prophet Mohammad (Pbuh) miracle in 
form of Quranic verses with finest literary. In 
initial five years the verse of holy Quran which 
revealed were so good and mesmerizing that just 
by listening to it, people use to get realized that 
human being can not compose it. It is Divine, and 
people embraced Islam just by listening to Quran. 


• The people to whom Prophet Mohammad 
(Pbuh) was preaching in Mecca were having belief 
that God is one, who created this universe. They 
were also performing Hajj. But they also believed 
that they directly cannot approach to God. To 
approach God they need a middle man. So they 
also worship many idols of deities with name 
laat, Manaat, uzzaa, hubal, etc, with assumption 
that these deities will support them or advocate 
for them in front of God, or will directly bless 
them with prosperity or eternal success. 

After migrating to Madina, Prophet Mohammad 
(Pbuh) preached to christen, Jew, hypocrites, 
etc. These people also prayed to one God, but 
they also included Jesus Christ or Uzer etc. in 
category of God. or considered them as son of 
God. 

• In Mecca Prophet Mohammad (Pbuh) was a 
Prophet but like a saint. In Madina he was a 
prophet as well as a head of state or a king. 
Hence those verses which revealed in Mecca were 
master piece of literary, they invite for worship of 
one God, and were related to teachings of Islam. 
While those verses which revealed in Madina 
were addressed to Christians, Jews, hypocrites 
and followers of other religions. These verses 
invited them to follow commandment of one 
God. These verses also taught about how to 
manage society and country, how to defend, how 
to fight with those who try to suppress the 
worship of one God etc etc. 

• Quran was compiled by placing longer 
chapters at beginning and smaller chapters at 
the end. Hence all the verses which were revealed 
at initial period, middle period and last period 
got mixed. Hence some time we find sudden 
change in topic while reading Quran. But the way 
in which it is compiled is dictated by God. And 
after understanding Quran thoroughly we find 
that it is the best possible way in which it could 
be compiled. 

• We again summaries the fact that, Islam was 


taught by Prophet Mohammad (Pbuh). And to 
guide Prophet Mohammad (Pbuh) and his 
follower, God revealed Quran, as per requirement 
of situation, in period of 23 years. Hence Quran as 
not like any text book. But record of 
commandment of God. Whoever will read holy 
Quran will be definitely benefited from it. But for 
thorough understanding one has to study the 
situation under which those verses were revealed 
and for whom. 

TEACHING OF HOLY QURAN 

• Holy Quran also is a treasure of wisdom. Some of 
the jewel from this treasure is as follow. 

1. If you remain thankful to God, and believe in 
Him, then what God will gain by punishing you? 
He is aware of everything and appreciate your 
good deeds. ( 4 . 147 ) 

2. If a person kills an innocent man (then it is such 
a great sin that) it is equivalent to killing the 
whole mankind. And if a person saves life of an 
innocent man (than it is so good deed) that it is 
equivalent to saving whole mankind. ( 5 - 32 ) 

3. Refrain from major sins, (if you do so) then God 
will forgive your small mistakes ( 4 : 31 ) 

4. Do not wish for riots, as God does not likes the 
rioters ( 28 : 77 ) 

5. If God does not keep the rioters away from each 
other, then the places of worship (of many 
religions), churches, synagogues, and the 
mosque, in which God is often worshipped, would 
have been destroyed. God is most merciful to its 
creature. ( 22 : 40 ) 

6. Those who struggles only for materialistic life 
(and ignore the life after death) then I (God) give 
him prosperity whatever I wish to give him. Then 
(because of his deed) he will enter in hell ( 17 : 16 ) 

7. Do not worship anyone except God. Serve to your 
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parents humbly and respectfully, and seek 
blessing forthem (17:23) 

8. Help to relatives, poors and travelers (who are 
away from their home) and don't spend 

wastefully (17:26) 

9. Don't kill your children because of fear of poverty 
(17:31) 

10. Do business honestly. Don't manipulate while 
weighting(measuring). (17:35) 

11. Don't walk arrogantly. Neither you can tear-up 
the earth nor become taller than mountains 
(17:37) 

12. Don't gamble. Don't drink wine (liquors) (5:91) 

13. Never commit adultery (17:32) 

14. Those who donates will be too much rewarded by 
God, and will have respectful life. (57:18) 

15. Ask the pious men and women to keep their eyes 
sight down, and ask pious women to have veil on 
their chest and not to exhibit their ornament 

(24:30:31,33:59) 

16. Life on earth is a time pass and fun. The true and 
eternal life is life after death. (29:64)

Note :- Bukhari, Ahmed, Muslim, Trimiji etc are names of 
scholars and Authors who compilied the records of 
statements of prophet Mohammad(pbuh).

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Chapter No. 3 

How Quran Describe Vedas 


• Holy Quran says “For every nation we sent a 
prophet” (10:47) India is a great nation since 
ancient time; hence this country must be having a 
prophet in every era. 

• As per Islamic history, first human-being and 
prophets was Hazrat Adam(AS). The place where he 
descended from heaven was India. Hence Islam 
originated in India and notin Saudi Arabia. 

• The term “Islam” means total obedience to 
commandment of God. 

• After Hazrat Adam(AS), second great prophet 
which this country (India) had was Hazrat 
Nooh(AS) or Manu. 

• Holy Quran described only five greater 
prophets, who had new religious law and a Devine 
book. Their names are Hazrat Ibrahim(AS) 
(Brahma), Hazrat Mosa(AS), Hazrat Dawood(AS), 
Hazrat Isaa(AS) and Hazrat Mohammad (Pbuh). 

• Holy Quran also describe the name of Divine 
book given to each of these great prophets as, 
sohfe - Ibrahim, Tohra (Old Testament), Psalm 
(Zaboor), Bible (New Testament), and holy Quran 
respectively. (There are approximately 1,24,000 
prophet, but holy Quran describe only 5 of them 
who got book and religious law) 

• Hazrat Nooh(AS) (Manu) was a great prophet, 
but name of Divine book given to him is not 
clearly mentioned. This may be because all the 
five Divine book mentioned above were in written 
form or book form. And the Divine verse or 
commandment given to Hazrat Nooh(AS)(Manu) 
might be only verbal commandment, and not in 
book form. Hence name of book could not be 
described. 

• Vedas are called as shruti, which means 


something which is revealed, which is heard, 
which is perceived and which is understood. They 
were memorized by priest community, and 
converted in writing form at the end of 
eighteenth century. 

• Holy Veda contains names of 414 Rishies. And 
sukth(Chapter) of Veda begins with name of 
particular Rishi, who complied thatsukth. "Manu 
smrity" belongs to Manu. But no one is sure about 
origine of holy Vedas. As Rig veda, yajur veda, and 
sam veda only describes Hazrat Adam(AS), 
Manu(Hazrat Nooh(AS)) and prediction about 
Hazrat Mohammad (Pubh), and they described no 
other prophets who came in this world after Manu. 
Hence it is assumed that holy Vedas are revealed 
to Manu. 

• Veda's commandment or details are either 
clearly described in prose form such as in Yajur 
Vedas. Or explained through examples and in 
poetic form such as in Rig veda and Sam veda. 

• At the end of eighteenth century Mr. Max 
Muller recorded Vedas after listening to various 
scholars and converted them into book form. 

• People of India or follower of (Hazrat 
Nooh)(AS) Manu calls their Devine book as “Adi 
Granth”, which mean ancient scripture, and “Dev 
Vanee” which means commandment of God. So 
whenever holy Quran has to refer holy verses 
which follower of Manu were having, then either 
it called them by equivalent name to Adi Granth, 
or it referred them as per the state or condition in 
which they were preserved or existing. Equivalent 
Arabic name of “Adi Granth” is suhufe-oola. Suhuf 
mean granth or a book, oola means first or earlier 
oratthe beginning orancient. 

• As Holy Vedas were notin a book form, and its 
various verses were written by different rishies 




and followers at different place. (Or they were 
scattered through - out nation) hence holy Quran 
also referred them “as ancient scattered Divine 
pages” or “Zabral - Awwaleen”. Second meaning 
ofZabral-Awwaleen is scripture of former people. 

• Verses of holy Quran which describes above 
terms related to holy Vedas are as follow. 

They (Follower of sanatan dharm) said that “why 
this person (Prophet Mohammad)(Pbuh) does not 
bring any solid proof from his God to convince us. 
(Then God revealed this verse and replied). 
Whatever we have revealed in suhufe - oola (Adi 
Granth Which you have) is not a solid proof for 
you?” (Holy Quran 20: 133) 

One of the possible explanations of above verse is 
as follow. 

Indians and Arabs are having business and trading 
relation since ancient time. In Saudi Arabia is and 
Bahrain many Indian tribes had settled down, and 
Jaat community were practicing medicine there. 
When some of them asked that, this Prophet 
Mohammad (Pbuh) why don't bring a solid proof 
about his true prophecy from God for us. Then God 
replied and revealed above mentioned verse. God 
said that whatever we have revealed in suhufe - 
oola (Adi Granth) or holy Vedas are not a solid 
proof for you? Because Vedas had clear prediction 
about Prophet Mohammad (Pbuh). He is predicted 
more than 31 times with name such as 
Narashansa, Kalki Autar, Mohammad (Pbuh), 
Ahmad, and Mamah rishi or antim rishi etc. 
Indians use to believe Vedas from bottom of their 
heart. If said Vedas also confirm Hazrat 
Mohammad(Pbuh) as prophet, then it is more than 
any other solid proof. 

• Second verses which describe Vedas as Zabral 
-Awwaleen is as follow. 

No doubt in Zabral-Awwaleen this book (Holy 
Quran) is included. (Holy Quran 26:196). That means, 
whatever teachings are written in Holy Quran are 
also described in ancient scripture of former 
people that is in Adi granth. (80 such verses we 
have copied in this book) 


• Another verse which describes Adi granth is 
as follow. 

And prior to you (Oh Mohammad(Pbuh)) we sent 
male Prophet to whom we revealed our verses. If 
you want to know more about them, then refer to 
those who knows about it. We sent earlier 
prophets with Bayyanat. (Those verse which is 
clearly stated in prose form) and Zubar, (those 
verse which are in poetic form and with examples) 

(Holy Quran 16:43:44) 

(Yajur veda is in clearly stated form and Rig veda 
and Sam veda are in poetic form.) 

The term Bayyanat and Zubar referred for ancient 
scripture which were not in book form. This term 
do not matches or suits to any ancient scripture or 
Divine verse of any known ancient civilization, 
except holy Vedas. 

So Quran referred to Vedas with name as suhufe - 
oola, Zabral awwaleen, Bayyanat, and Zubar. 

• The real name of Hindu dharam is Sanatan 
dharam or Vedic dharam. Holy Quran calls 
followers of Sanatan dharam as sabeans. The verse 
which describes above term or name is as follow. 
Muslim, Jews, Christians, or sabeans (Hindus) 
whoever believes in one God, believe in the day of 
judgment, believe that all prophets are true and 
right, believe that all divine books are true and 
right and follow the right path, then they need not 
fear about life after death. (Holy Quran 2:62, and 5:69) 

• Holy Quran asks all the human being to live 
together with peace and harmony, and ask them 
to recognize and follow the teaching which is 
common in all the scripture, and these common 
teaching and verses should be basis of unity. 

(Holy Quran 3:64) 

Let us study the common teaching of vedas 
and Quran, and try to follow them, to have a 
peacefull and prosperous society. 



Chapter No. 4 

Seeking Blessing of God 


• Seeking blessing of God is called Duaa in 

Urdu, Prarthana in Hindi, and Supplication in English. 
There is too much importance of Prarthana in religion. 
Prophet Mohammed(Pubh) said "Prarthana is heart of a 
prayer''(Mishkaat). He also said "after committing sin, 
apologuise to God, and seek his blessing. If you don't 
do so, God will replace you with those who will do 
it".(Mishkaat) 

* Prophet Mohammed(Pubh) said "Prarthana is 

weapon of a prophet. (Because a prophet get his work 
done through God, by doing prayer and pleading to 
Him. So to conquer, instead of weapon he use 
Prarthana)(Mishkaat) Prophet Mohammed (Pubh) also 
said "by Prarthana even death could be 
postponed"(Mishkaat). 


• Blessing of God is very important for mankind, 

hence merciful God taught human being the proper way 
of doing Prarthana by revealing verses in Holy 
Scriptures. In these scripture God either directly 
tought how to seek blessing, or tought by example of 
saintly people. 

* Prarthana itself is a prayer. So whenever we have 

free time, such as while traveling, or waiting for 
someone, in such free time we should keep on reciting 
verse of Prarthana in our heart. It will greatly improve 
our standard of life and prosperity. Reciting any verse 
of Holy Scripture is a prayer, but reciting verse of 
Prarthana gives double benefit. It gives blessing along 
with prosperity.

Praises of God (Prayer) 


For just 60 years of prosperous life, we spend 
twenty one years for education. And after 
education we work for 8 to 10 hour every day to 
earn our bread and butter till the end of our 
guarantee period (life span). But for infinite life 
after death, we just take it for granted, and think 
that everything will be fine there. For 60 years of 
life we don't take anything for granted, and for 
infinite life after death we take everything for 
granted. Don't you think that we are doing 
something wrong? Or we are taking too much risk? 

* Don't take risk and become religious. Holy Rig 
veda says. "Righteous path is simple" (8:3i:i3) In 
Holy Quran God say" we have not revealed this 
holy Quran to put you in trouble". ( 20 : 2 ) So if we 
become righteous and religious, then our life will 
not become unbearably tough. But it will get 
simplified, and peaceful. In holy Bible God says 
"righteous shall flourish like a palm tree". (PS 
92:12), That means by becoming righteous not 
only we will get peace of mind, but our prosperity 
will be also much more than rest of the people. 

* So let us not just plan to be religious, but let 
us think that "from this moment we are religious, 
and we will always follow the right path". And 
henceforth we should sincerely try to follow it 
too. 

* Whoever is righteous is not because of his 
will power, but due to help and wisdom provided 
by God. Hence let us seek help from God, and pray 
to him to make us righteous, then He will do the 
needful, so that walking the right path will 
become easy for us. 

* How to pray God? 

Praying God is basically pleasing Him. To please 
Him, we recite the verses of praises of God. which 


are mentioned in Holy Scriptures. So to pray we 
have to recite humbly and sincerely, the verses of 
praise, everyday and at number of time in a day. 

* How physically prayer is performed? 

During exile period of 14 years, one day 
Hanumanji asked shri Ram about how to pray to 
God. Shri Ram tought him following way of 
prayer.

Translation: first stand straight. And then do 
"Dandwat" (That means touch your forehead to 
ground).

Hanumanji about physical posture and act of 
prayer, Hazrat Mohammad(Pbuh) has also tought 
somewhat same type of prayer to Muslim and it is 
called namaz. 

* Along with physical prayer as mentioned 
above we should also follow commandment of 
God in our day to day life. And if it is not possible 
to follow the right path with 100% perfection, 
then atleast we should avoid doing what invite 
wrath of God. And we should always remember 
aim of our life. And the aim of our life is to please 
God and get moksha after death. Earning bread 
and butter should never be the ultimate purpose 
of our life. God says "I created human being and 
jinn only for my worship" (Holy Quran 51:56).

Chapter No. 9 

Who is God? 


We keep on reciting the name of our creator as 
God, Parmatma, Ishwar, Allah, etc. but do we truly 
understand Him? 

Who is He? How does He look like? Where He stays? 
etc etc. 

Frankly speaking I also don't know. And in fact, 
about God, only God Himself knows better, and no 
one else. 

After deep thinking, meditating, reading Holy 
Scripture etc, scholars get some ideas and 
information about God. Which could be right or 
wrong? But with positive intension I will describe 
some of their views as follow. After reading this 
article it will be easy for you to understand verses 
of holy Scriptures related to God. 

Concept No. 1 (About knowledge and awarness of God) 

• When we switch on a bulb, it emits light. Bulb is a 
small source of energy; hence the light emitted by 
the bulb is also weak and could be blocked by a 
sunglass. 

A welding arc has stronger level of energy, hence 
its rays cannot be blocked by plain sunglass, but 
require a special glass to block its ultraviolet rays. 
X-ray has still higher level of energy and cannot be 
blocked by welding glass. Even mass of human 
being cannot block it. It is blocked by denser 
material like bones. 

• Radioactive rays emitted from uranium etc., which 
are used in atomic plants, have such high energy 
level that they even penetrate bones of human 
beings, wooden partitions and brick walls etc. To 
block them, scientist uses three-feet-thick wall 
made from lead bricks. Hence higher the energy 
level, more penetrative the rays emitted. 

• In hypnotism when a person with a stronger will 
power looks into the eyes of another person with 
weaker will power, he takes over the control of 
brain of the weaker person and the weaker person 
follows the command of hypnotist. 


• I have seen a person moving a coin on the table 
with a stare of his eyes. Many Yogis and Rishis, 
who awake their Kundalni, also can move things 
with a stare of their eyes. From above two 
examples I assume that like light, eyesight or 
vision of a person is also like rays of light and 
have energy like rays of light or electro-magnetic 
waves etc., which we still have not understood 
scientifically. 

• The great God is the basic and highest source of 
energy in universe. His vision has highest state or 
level of energy, which can pass each and 
everything in this universe. A ray emitted by 
radioactive material could be blocked by a thick 
wall of lead. But nothing can stop the vision of 
God. This whole universe is transparent to God. 

• God said: 

“Whatever you disclose or whatever you hide in 
your heart. He knows it.” 

(Holy Quran 2:284) 

God said: 

“I am closer to you than your main blood artery.” 
(Holy Quran 50:16) 

He also said: 

“I am more aware of you than you know about 
yourself.” 

(Holy Quran 67:14) 

• Since His vision passes through us, we are 
transparent for Him. He knows each and every 
cell, every atom and molecule of our body; every 
beat of our heart, every thought in our mind. 
Surely, He is closest to us than our blood vessels, 
and He knows everything. Things takes shape 
according to His command anywhere in the 
universe and at anytime. Hence we can also say 
that He is present everywhere. 


Concept No. 2 (About His Omnipresence) 

Theory of Einstein says that when the velocity of a 
thing increases more than light, that is 300000 
kms/sec or (186000 mile/sec) time starts slowing 
down for that object. 

For better understanding let us consider an 
example of a spaceship or rocket and a wall clock. 
Suppose a spaceship has capacity of travelling 
more than the speed of light and a clock is fixed to 
its cabin wall. 

When the spaceship travels below the speed of 
light; the wall clock would work with its regular 
speed. As the speed of the spaceship crosses the 
speed of light, the wall clock starts slowing down. 
And at infinite speed it would stop completely. 
That is, time would stop in that spaceship. It will 
not age and become old. 

• Initially it was thought that light has only 
spectrum of seven colors and seven types of rays. 
Then it was discovered that other types of light 
also exist; for example infrared and ultraviolet. 
Then other types of rays were discovered, such as 
the x-rays and radiation of radioactive elements. 
The process of discovery is not over, and still 
many more types of rays and waves remain to be 
discovered, some of which we commonly known, 
such as rays of eyesight, rays of thought energy 
etc. Eyesight and thought both travel at a high 
speed similarto light or may be more than that. 

• The mind and heart work on complex nature of 
electrical energy and thought which is generated 
in the mind; is also some form of energy. That is 
why in telepathy messages can be transmitted to 
another person who is far away, but this form of 
energy is yet to be discovered and defined. 

• In line of the above scientific facts, philosophers 
and thinkers say that no doubt God is some form 
of energy or (Noor) light, but the nature and 
speed of that light is not known. It may be having 
infinite speed. Hence time has stopped for Him. 
Hence He is in the same condition since eternity 
and He would remain in the same condition for 


eternity. Hence He is neither born nor would die. 

• Suppose the universe has a diameter of 600000 
kms, a light starting from its centre would reach 
the edge of the universe in one second. (At a 
speed of 300000 kms/sec) 

Similarly Noor (light or vision) of God has infinite 
speed; hence He reaches any place in the universe 
in zero time. Hence He is everywhere all the time; 
hence He is Omnipresent. 

Concept no. 3 (About feature of God) 

• Let us consider following example to understand 
features of God more clearly. 

• As per Indian panel code no. 302, if one person 
kills another person, then killer should be given 
death penalty. 

• Where this IPC. 302 or law stays? In Delhi? In 
books of constitution? If yes, then suppose due to 
any calamity if the books of constitution got 
washed away, then do you think that in period of 
re-printing of books, India will remain without a 
constitution? No. 

• This law is in mind of its citizens. Even if all the 
books of constitution get washed away, then also 
this law will remain in mind of juries, and every 
killer will be punished. 

• Now suppose the law 302 got a Divine power. And 
due to this power as soon as a killer kills someone, 
killer dies automatically. Now what is your opinion 
about this law? 

Can you define following detail about this new law 
with power? 

1. It's shape or outlook. 

2. It's address of residence. 

3. It's mother, father, and children. 

4. Can it take a shape of human being? 

5. Can you benefit or harm it? Etc 

• The right answer may be as follow.

1. Law does not have a figure or shape. 

2. It resides nowhere, but applicable everywhere in 
India. That means, underwater, in sky, in close 
room etc etc. whatever place may be, if it is 
within boundary of India, then it will be 
applicable. 

3. A law cannot have a natural mother, father, or son, 
as we human being do have. 

4. Law is power, without a shape. (IPC no. 302 
cannot become a worrier to kill a killer, whatever 
shape we will give him, it will be pure 
imagination. That image has nothing to do with 
law with power. 

5. Law 302 cannot be shot down by criminals. So law 
cannot be harmed or benefited like human being. 

• As this constitutional law is related to India, or a 
country, hence it could be change in parliament. 
So now consider another universal law, that is 
gravitational force of earth, which is again a law 
with power. The law part of gravity is that, every 
freely falling body will have certain fixed rate of 
acceleration. And power part of this gravity is 
that it applies pulling force on all the object 
which are in field of gravity, toward center of 
earth. In this case nothing could be done with 
gravitational force. Or gravity cannot be changed 
by human being. And whatever we described 
about law 302, all will also be applicable to it. For 
example it has no shape, no address, no family, or 
it cannot be harmed or benefited. 

• God introduce Himself as “He is Noor (light) of 

heaven and earth” (Holy Quran:- 24:35) 

I don't say that God is a Law with power. What I 
want to convince you is that His features are like a 
Law with power. 

For example. 

1. God do not have a physical shape. 

2. He has no address of residence. (Because he is 
everywhere like gravity) 

3. God has no mother, father, son etc.

He 
provides everyone the ability to hear, but God 
don't have an ear. 

• God defines the process. He designs the process. 
He provided power for functioning. But He is not 
part of the system. He is much above the system. 

• God was knowing us before our birth. God knows 
more about human being than what we know 
about over self. He knows what we are thinking, as 
well as what we will think in future. He also knows 
whatever is going to happen till judgment day, 
before it happens. 

We summaries the opinions of scholars, about God 
as follow: - 

1. This whole universe is transparent to God. He 
knows each and every detail of this universe. 

2. He reaches to every corner of universe in zero 
second. Things take shape as per His 
commandment in any place in universe. So we can 
say God is present everywhere or He is Omni 
present. 

3. God is basic source of power, and basic principle as 
per which this universe work. 

4. “God is one. He is eternal. He is absolute, He 
neither gave birth nor took birth. There is indeed 
none to compare with Him.”

• Aawagawan means a person takes birth 
again and again after each death. It is also called 
Samsara, or Reincarnation or Transmigration of 
the Soul. And in new birth his condition and 
status will be as per his deed of earlier life 
(Karma). And to come out from the cycle of birth 
and re-birth or for mukti or for Moksha, one has 
to adopt noble deed in his life, and fulfill his 
Dharma (Righteous Duties) 

• Hereafter means whoever took birth in this 
world will die, but after death he will be given 
one more life and body in parlok (Alame- 
barzakh), and the body will be like soul, and will 
not be a physical body. And in parlok he will be 
broadly assessed for his deed in his life before 
death. If deeds found to be nobLe, then till 
Judgment day in parlok he will be as comfortable 
as he is in heaven. Then on judgment day he will 
be assessed thoroughly and then on clearing all 
his account he will go to heaven. But if the 
person committed sin in his life on earth. Then in 
parlok initially he will be broadly assessed for his 
deed, and confined in a placed where he will be as 
uncomfortable as in hell. On judgment day he will 
be assessed thoroughly and then he will be 
punished in prison of fire in hell. Life in hell or 
heaven will be forever, and no one will get a 
second chance to improve his deed after first 
death. 

• Muslim, Jews and Christians believe in 
Hereafter. But in Sanatan dharm or Hinduism 
there are two opinions. Many believe in 
aawagawan, and few believe in Hereafter. Thou 
concept of aawagawan was present even at the 
time of revealation of holy Vedas, but it was 
chandoggeya who firmly presented and 
advocated the idea of repeated birth. After him 
many rishies also advocated him. Because it is 
also mentioned in holy Geeta (2:22) and 
Brihadarangaka upanishad (4:43). So this 
concept widely accepted by society. Scholars says 


that the basic reason of popularity of aawagawan 
concept is the deep rooted cast system in society. 
Whenever a lower cast person use to guestion 
about the reason of untouchability toward him. 
Brahmin use to justify it by aawagawan 
philosophy. That means, not because of arrogance 
of upper cast, but as a result of a person's own 
deed in earlier life, he become untouchable and 
suffering in present life. 

Vedas are most authentic books of Hindu religion. 
When there is conflict in commandments of 
various books, always holy Vedas are followed. 

• Holy Vedas rejects both the ideas of cast 
system, and aawagawan. (Rig veda i:92:io) Vedas 
says that no one is lower cast by birth. But due to 
profession a person become shudra. Anyone can 
change his profession and cast as per his ability 
and will. (Rig veda 10:90:12, Atharva veda 19:6:6) 

• Holy Vedas never taught about repeated birth 
or aawagawan. It does describe “punar janam” or 
“pratiya bhaw”, (punarjanam: means second birth 
or one more birth, but it does not mean taking 
birth again and again), “pratiya bhaw” means next 
birth or new life after death in parlok. In both the 
terms the re-birth is as only one time after death. 
And not again and again. And after first death 
when the person is raised again, then as per the 
deed of that person either he will go to hell or 
heaven. 

• Scholars such as Shri Satya Prakash 
Vidhyankar, Pandit Durga Shankar Satyarthi, Dr. 
Farida Chawhan, has described in detail about 
“hereafter” in their books.

Few verses which are related to 
new life in parlok are as follow:- 

• He (God) who punishes by lightning slashes, 
terminates the evil power, bring to senses 
thousand of deadly violent (human being). 
Merciful to hundred (of human being). Owner of 
great roof (sky). He is not going to giving five 
rebirth to the deceased person. 0! the followers 
(Of sanatan dharm) get obedient to the owner of 
lighting. (Rig ved 1-100-12) 

Like devil, the topic of rebirth is (often 
referred by) ancient (people). Suppress to those 
who keeps such faith like a sinful person. The 
godess of death burn the age (That means balance 
age is getting reduced day by day) (Rig ved 1-92-10) 

• By denying the hereafter, and rejecting the 
knowledge and wisdom (of scriptures) as 
nonscenes, they are holding our defined 
boundary, (that means they are crossing the 
boundary of obedience to God) (Rig ved 3-4-1) 

• After acquiring the sweet language people 
count their doubts. (That means after getting 
enlightenment people assess their short coming 
or faults) convey to those who praise God, it is 
certain that you wiLl get an immortal life. (Rig ved 
1-44-6) (all above translation are by Pandit Durga Shankar 
Satyarthi, Publish in Kanti July 1969) 

• “O' Agni, get access to parlok through your 
Divine spiritual power” (Rig veda 10-16-4) 

• O' Agni, this deceased person will get new 
life (in parlok). (Rig Veda 10-16-5) 

The verses describing hell are as 
follows. 

• Their body will be burn with burning planks. 
And they will be fed with their own flash, which 
either they themself will cut off, or someone else 
will do itforthem. (shrimad Bhagwatpuran 3-30-25) 

In their conscious condition, their intestine 
will be pull-out by dogs and vulture of world of 
deads. They will be tortured by snakes and 
scorpions who bits or stings. (Shrimad Bhagwatpuran 
3-30-26) 

Their body will be cut to pieces. They will be 


fed to elephant. They will be drop from mountain 
cliff or they will be confined in water or a ditch. 
All the punishments, and other punishments in 
hell with name “andh tamis” and “rawraw” will be 
given to all men and women, who committed sin 
in this world. (Shrimad Bhagwatpuran- 3-30-27/28) 

The extreme deep place has been made for the 
sinful person. (Rig veda 4-5-5) As per achraya sayan, 
the extremely deep place means hell. 


Verses related to heaven are as follows 

Your follower will serve God by their charity, 
and you will have pleasure of heaven. (Rig veda 10- 
95-18) 

Those who have knowledge, get the immortal 
breath and shift from their human body to sky, and 
stays with their companions. The path thought 
which angels travel, they also travel and reaches 
to heaven. (Atharva Vedas 2-34-5) 

After getting purified through those who 
purify, with (new) body, which will not have 
bones, and with enlightenment they enters the 
illuminated world. Fire cannot burn their body and 
they will have great pleasure in heaven (Atharva 
veda 4-34-2) 

Milk and wine will flow in canals made from 
butter, whose shore will be of honey, and all with 
extreme pleasing sweetness. All these will reach 
you in the heaven; you will also have lakes full of 
lotus flower. (Atharva veda 4-34-6) 

Because of your piousness you will see that 
place which is extremely vast. (Rid veda: 1-21-6). As 
per achraya sayan who wrote the explanation of 
Vedas, the extremely vast place means heaven. 

You husband and wife stand infront of Me 
(God), obedient are blessed with heaven. (Atharva 
Veda. 6-122-3) 

Scholar says that presence of heaven and hell 
proves that, all the account of deed will not be 
cleared on this earth, but will be settled after 
death in on the day of judgement. 



Chapter No. 17 

The Lost prophet. 


• Indians are most intelligent people of the 
world. 35% of NASA (America's National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration) scientists 
are Indian. Indians are most tolerant, non- 
voilent, hard working and cultured people of 
world, that is why Canada, New Zealand, 
Australia, and many countries of world prefers 
India as their new citizen. 

• In religious matter why this great nation 
differs drastically with other people of the world. 
Every religion has a prophet and a book, but 
Indian can not define it clearly. Why it so? 

• It is not true. This great nation has many 
prophets, and divine books. But unfortunately 
there was great barrier between common people 
and religious teachings. Hence as era passed, 
they could not remain in touch with both of them, 
and forget their identity. 

• Till end of 18th century Vedas were not in 
written form . But they were in memory of priest 
community. As per law defined by priest 
community, only they had right for religious 
teachings. Hence no other community people 
could learn religious teaching from them, and as 
Vedas were not in book form, so they could not 
learn them at their won. 

The priest community is only 5% in India. 
But the security system of priest community was 
so good and effective, that for 3000 years they 
had complete control and authority over every 
religious matter. 

• No doubt this gave very sound financial and 
social security to priest community. But the 95% 
common people who were dependent on them for 
religious knowledge, lost knowledge and identity 
of their prophet, and revealed divine books. It 
was a great lose for this great nation. 

• Now in this new era in which priest 
community is not depending financially on 
religious teachings and authority, they should 
now struggle to spread the religious knowledge 
and religious teachings to each and every corner 
of this country and world. 


• Government of India has taken some 
initiation by introducing Sanskrit in school 
teaching. But it is not sufficient. Student only 
select it to score marks and then forget it. 
Summary of Rig Veda should be toughtto common 
people by some effective means. 

• How to identify the divine books or the 
revealed text? 

Those books and text which matches with 
other identified and proved revealed books of 
world may be considered as revealed book and 
text. Many text of Rig Veda and other Vedas, 
matches with Bible and Quran, and people of India 
also calls Vedas as " A prooshi", "Adigyan", "Adi 
Garanth". Hence in general all four Vedas could be 
called as revealed book of Hindu religion. And in 
Particular those text of Vedas which describes one 
God, hell, heaven and life after death, are truly 
revealed text. 

(The text such as a good advice should not be 
given to shudra, can not be considered as devine) 

• So we conclude that, as Quran is revealed 
book of Muslim, Bible is revealed book of 
Christians, Tohra is revealed book of Jews, 
similarly Vedas are revealed books of Sanatan or 
Hindu dharma. 

• Now let us study and identity the prophet 
of Sanatan Dharm. 

1. As name in Sanskrit, drastically differe with 
names in Arabic and English. Hence to identify the 
prophet we have to consider and identify the 
common event. 

• verses of Puran says, Adam and Hawwa-vati 
were created by wet-clay by Vishnu. On eastern 
side of Pradan Nagar (Heaven) which was created 
by Parmeshwar. There was a Jungle of 4 square 
kose (Kose is bigger than kilometer). Curiosity to 
see his wife, Adam went below the tree of sin. Kali 
(Devil or Shaitan) approached them in form of 
Snake and misleaded both of them. By eating fruit 
of that tree. Adam broke the rule of Parmeshwar, 
and expelled to earth. Both had many children. 
Adam is survived for 930 years. 



• Above details 100% matches with holy Bible 
and holy Quran. Adam is considered as prophet by 
Christians and Jews and Muslims. Hence as per 
details given in Puran, Adam also could be 
considered as prophet in Sanatan Dharm. 

• Now we refer to Bhawishya Puran (Pratisag 
Paro, 1st Khand, 4th Adheyay). Newh (^f) (Manu) 
born to them , who ruled for 500 years. He had 
Sim, Sam, and Bhaw, three sons. Newh was 
engaged in worship of Vishnu. Once Vishnu said 
to Newh in dreams, 0 Newh! seventh day the 
parlay will occur, that time you should take 
shelter in a ship. 0! worshiper of Indra, save your 
self. You will prosper. 

Obeying to instructions of Vishnu, Newh 
constructed a ship which was 300 hands (slightly 
bigger than 18" inches) long, 50 hands wide, and 
3000 hands deep. He took a couple of each type 
of animal, and his family and stayed in ship. It 
rained heavily for forty days. Bharat varsh (India) 
submerged in water and four oceans got 
combined. 

The saintly Newh along with his family 
stayed there after flood. Sons of Newh were 
famous with names as Sim, Hem, and Yakoot. 

• Above description exactly matches with 
flood details described in Bible and Quran as both 
calls Noah as prophet. Hence Newh who is also 
known as Maha Nov or Manu could also be 
considered by Sanatan Dharm as prophet. 

1. Newh or Manu (Noah) or Hazrat Nooh(AS) is 
referred total 75 times in Vedas. 51 times in Rig 
vedas, 2 times in Yajur veda, 14 times in Atharva 
veda, and 8 times in Sam veda. Few such 
references are as follow: 

2. "0 Agni! Manu confirm your prophecy." (Rig 
veda 1:13:4) 

3. "0 Agni! we consideryou similarto Manu, the 
religious leader, preacher, expert of religious 
teachings, a man with wisdom." (Rig veda i:44:ii) 

• Agni is a great prophet, but the identity and 
secret of Agni we will disclose in our other book 
with title "Don't wait for the savior." 

• Manu is author of Manu Shriti which is book 
of religious taws of Sanatan Dharm. 


• Christian count their year from the year of 
birth of their prophet Jesus Christ. Muslim count 
their year from the year in which prophet 
Muhammad (pbuh) migrated to Madina city (an 
important event in Islamic history). Similarly 
followers of Hindu Dharm also count their 
important events with reference to end of great 
flood, which occurs in period of Manu. 

• A.J.A Dubois writes in his book "Hindu 
manners, customs & ceremonies" that Kal yug 
starts from ends of great flood, this great flood is 
called "Jal Parleyawan" 

• In sanatan Dhavam important events are 
counted with reference to this great flood 
occured at the time of Manu. for defining the 
peroid or year of important events, after flood, 
first period of sixty years is considered as one 
year, then in terms of this year events are 
described. 

• Depending on above fact and figures, Dubois 
and others scholars conclude that Vedas are the 
revealed divine books of Sanatan Dharm and they 
are follwers of Manu, same as Christian are follow 
of Jesus Chirst and muslim are follwers of Prophet 
Mohammad (pbuh) 

• It is amazing but true that the flood story is 
common throughout the world. It also proves 
that world populated again by Manu and his sons 
only. 

• Main feature of this legend is as follow: - 
Before flood inhumanity was common in world. 
Flood was a Devine punishment, for mankind and 
to purify the world from non believers. 

Only Manu and his companion survived. 

One pair of each kind of animalsaved. 

Each kind of seed saved. 

Bird sent out to check the condition of flood. 

Ark (boat) anchored attop of a mountain. 

After the flood. World was repopulated by Manu 
and his sons only. 

• Following countries has legend of flood. 

Iraq, Iran, Syria, Greece, Egypt, Italy, Lithuania, 
Russia, china, India, Canada, (Cree tribe) USA, 



(Cherokee Tribe), Mexico, (Papago and Aztecs 
Tribe) Peru, Leeward Islands, Fiji islands, Hawaii, 
and more than fifty other countries. 

• Holy Quran says in chapter 11 verses 25-48 
that God sent Noah (Manu) to guide mankind the 
right path and worship of one God. But except few 
people from weaker section of society, no one 
took Noah seriously. On the contrary they become 
more adamantand making fun of Noah. 

As per Bible (Genesis) and Quran, Noah 
preached for 950 years to them. And when he got 
convinced that remaining people are not going to 
change, and will not accept truth at any cost. 
Then he prayed to God and pleaded Him “Oh God, I 
got defeated (I could not complete my 
responsibility) you please conquer them” (Holy 
Quran 54:10). He also pleaded to terminate every 
non believer on earth, and not to spare a single 
one. God accepted his prayer and ordered him to 
build an ark or boat, which Noah did. When ark 
was ready, God ask Noah to accommodate in it two 
pairs of each kind of animal, his family, and all the 
believer of God. Which Noah did? 

Devine punishment came in form of a flood 
and heavy rain. It submerged and terminated each 
and every land creature on earth. The flood stayed 
almost 150 days, and boat remained anchored at a 
mountain top. Said mountain is known as J udi 
(Ararat). When water receded, Noah and his 
follower came down. Three sons of Noah (Shem, 
Ham and Japheth) survived this flood, and 
repopulated the earth. In Bible also we get similar 
description about this universal flood. (Genesis 6-8) 

Said Hill is mentioned in Holy Quran, as Judi 
and Ararat. 


Impression of wooden ark or boat of manu or 
Noah or Hazrat Nooh (As) still exist in world. It is 
on top of a Hill Ararat. This place is at Turkish- 
iranion border. On internet (youtube) this 
Impression could be viewed. Search for "Ark of 
Noah" to study boat of Noah and search "flood 
legend" to study this great universal flood. 

Learning some lesson from this flood 
legend. 

Are you going to survive forever? No. 

Are you going to die? Yes. 

But you are not afraid? A prisoner who is going to 
be hanged does not smile, eat little, sleep little, 
and remain depressed. While you are bubbling 
with joy. Why it so? 

Because you have only knowledge that you will 
die, but don't have feeling of death. The day when 
you will feel it, you will take sanyas. 

Each and every religion agrees that 
devastating flood occurred, and only Manu or 
Noah survived in that calamity and this earth 
repopulated by sons of Manu. Said flood might 
have occrued 5000 year ago. So 5000 years ago we 
all had only one grand grandfather Manu. After 
every 25 year a new generation becomes ready for 
re-production. Hence in 100 year we get four 
generation. So in 5000 year we are approximately 
200 th generation of Manu. Along with this 
knowledge that all of us had one forefather. Now 
let us have feeling of it too. Let us consider all 
human being as our brothers and sisters. 

God says in holy veda (o human being) hatred 
should not be their between brothers and sisters.

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Chapter No. 18 

The Human Sacrifices 


A. H. Vidyarthi in his book, with titles 
“Mohammad in world Scriptures” says on page 
no. 136, that as per his research Abraham and 
Brahma were the two names of the same person. 
Elder son of brahma was known as Atharva or 
Ishmael or (Hazrat Ismael(AS)) and the younger 
one was named Angira or Isaac or Hazrat 
Ishaq(AS). 

Prophet Abraham is well known among Jews, 
Christian and Muslim. But he is described with 
other name in Atharva Vedas, and holi Vedas are 
not as much read as Ramayana and Mahabharata, 
and important event of human sacrifices and 
construction of kabaah is related to him, hence 
let us study him briefly. 

• Prophet Abraham was son of a sculptor. At 
childhood he realized that his father makes idols 
by his own hand, so how come they could be 
worshiped as creator of this universe?. He 
expressed his opinion openly to his companions, 
and one day when whole city was enjoying a fun 
fair outside city, he damaged few idols of deities. 

• King got furious because of insult to his 
deities, and ordered to throw Abraham in an 
inferno. As per order Abraham was thrown in fire, 
but fire did not harmed him, and he remained 
safe. 

• Abraham migrated to Palestine, and settled 
down there. Till the old age he had no children. At 
the age of 90 God blessed him a son, Ishmael or 
Atharva 

• When Ishmael was few month old, God 
ordered Abraham to settle his wife Hazrat Hajra 
(AS) and son Ishmael at a deserted valley, which is 
now called as Mecca city. 

• Said valley was having no food, no water, no 
shelter, hence arch angel Gabriel strucked his heel 
on earth and started a fountain, which is called 
zamzam. And this fountain is still flowing. As 


water is very precious in desert, so many tribe 
came and settled down around said fountain, with 
permission of Hazrat Hajra (AS). 

• When Ishmael was at his teenage Abraham 
repeatedly saw dream of scarifying his most 
beloved thing. Dream of prophet is equivalent to 
Divine instruction, hence initially he scarified 
many thing, but at last he realized that the most 
beloved thing for him in his life is his son Ishmael 
or Atharva 

• Ishmael(Atharva) was son of a prophet, and 
destined to become another prophet. So he had 
most noble thought and deed. So when Abraham 
said to him about his dream and asked his 
consent. Ishmael said “O' father, you please obey 
the order of God, you will find me most steadfast” 
(Holi Quran. 37:102) 

• Abraham took him to a valley called mina, 
which is near Mecca. And tried to sacrifice him. 
God was only checking the obedience of Abraham. 
He did not want a human sacrifice. So God saved 
Ishmael, and on his place a sheep was scarified. 
(Holi Quran. 37:107) 

• Whatever we described is mentioned in 
atharva Vedas as “purush medha” or human 
sacrifice. 

• In holy Bible also we have same description. 
(Genesis-22) 

• The last verse of said description in Vedas & 
Quran are asfollow:- 

Quran say "so when they both obayed to Me, and he 
(Abraham)lay down (Ishmael) on his forehead(for 
sacrifying him) We called out to him, and said “0 
Abraham, you have indeed did what you show in your 
Dream. Surely we do reward the doers of good". (Holy 
Quran 37-103-105) 


• In the atharva veda we find 

ifcqcj WTHtfa Sfafo 1 1 -!^l I 

“Atharva sewed together his head and heart, 
piety was moving on his forehead” (Atharva x. 2 - 26 ) 
That means when Brahma asked consent of 
atharva he replied “oh father, pleases obey the 
commandment of Ishwar, you will find me of the 
patient one”. As atharva, gladly submitted to his 
father's proposal, hence this verse say that 
atharva sewed his head and heart, and agreed to 
laydown his head. 

• When Abraham was taking Atharva outside 
city (at Mina)for sacrification. Devil tried three 
time to mislead Abraham, and prohibite him from 
sacrifying his son. But all the time Abraham 
fought with Devil and threw stone at him, to repel 
him away. 

These three places where devil misleaded 
Abraham, and Abraham threw stone at him is 
marked and stone column is errected. And as on 
today also is repeated as one of the ritual of haj. 
This ritual signifies that we will fight devil, and 
we are not going to be misleaded by devil to 
wrong path. 


• Adam was father of mankind, Manu (Noah) 
repopulated the earth after great flood. Abraham 
is forefather of most of the prophet of Jews, 
Christian and Muslim. By scarifying his son, he 
expressed physically that, he fully submitted 
himself to all the commandments of God. 

• Muslim celebrates this day of human sacrifice 
or “purush medha” as Bakri— Eid, or Iedul-Azha. 
And as remembrance of scarification of atharva 
(IshmeaL) or as symbol of total submission to 
commandment of God as Abraham did, they also 
sacrifice cattles. And distribute it to poors, 
relative and feed it to their own family. 

• Hajj is also performed on same day. In tents 
Hajj pilgrims stay on same place mina in tents 
where this sacrifice was performed, for three days 
to perform prayers. 

• Let us follow Abraham or Brahma, or Hazrat 
Ibrahim (As) and completely submit ourself to the 
commandment of God, as Abraham did.

Chapter No. 19 

Kaaba 

The Common Place of Worship 


Initially the structure of Kaaba was 
constructed by Angels. After great flood in period 
of Manu (Noah) the structure of Kaaba become 
weak and collapsed. And the city of Mecca got 
deserted. Abraham (Brahma), and Ishmael 
(atharva) reconstructed Kaaba, on same old 
foundation. There are many verses of atharva 
Veda, describing and praising the Kaaba. Few of 
them are as follow.

Brahma or (Abraham) stayed in this abode, which 
is illumined by heavenly light, and covered with 
divine blessing. It is the place that gives 
(spiritual) life to the people and is 
unconquerable. (Atharvavedax-2-33) 

• O', who do prayers, in far off country near 
seashore there is Daroka Ban, which is not 
constructed by human being. By performing 
prayer in it, and by blessing of God, enter in 
heaven (Rig - Veda 10-155-3) 

(Mecca is far from India and situated near 
Seashore.) 

• Kaaba is described with following name in 
various religious books of sanatan dharm. 

Illayaspad: - Eil, ilia, illaya, ellaya, Allah, all 
these name are used for God in various religions. 
Pad means Place, illayaspad means Place of God. 

Makteshwar: - Mak means Mecca, Ishwar means 
God. Makteshwar means city of God, or God's 
Mecca. As per Sanskrit English Dictionary Written 
by Sir. M. Monier William, mak means city of 
Mecca oryagya (Place of Scarification) 

Nabhi kamal: - As per Hadees initially complete 
earth was covered with oceans (water). Initially 
the land which emerged from ocean was exact 
place of Kaaba, than land keep on spreading to all 
direction. 

As per Padam Puran, Initially earth was covered 
with water. Initially a lotus flower emerged from 
ocean(and grown to large size). Then it's leaf. 
Petals, etc took the shape of earth, trees etc. the 
central part is known as Nabhi kamal (Kaaba) the 
most sacred place for worship. (This place is also 
known Jambodeep) 

Adipushkar teerth: - Padam puran says that 
most ancient. Nourishing and most sacred place 
of worship is Adipushkar teerth. Padam puran 


describes the importance of Adipushkar teerth in 
following words:- 

1. If someone wishes to serve at Adipushkar 
teerth, then his sins get washed away. 

2. Whoever visits Adipushkar teerth, gets 
unlimited blessing. 

3. It is the most ancient place, who take bath 
there, get mukthi (zamzam well is just next to 
Kabaa) 

Nabha Prithiviya 

“House of God is at Naval of earth. (Rigveda-3-29-4)” 

Let us find navel or centre of earth. Equator passes 
from centre of planet earth. But if we observe 
closely, then the human population is not 
distributed equally on both side of equator. It is 
more on North side up to 80° latitude, and less on 
south side up to 40° latitude. Hence if we try to 
find the centre of land with human population, 
then it will be 20° latitude on north side of 
equator. Similarly 0° longitude passes from 
greenwich, but again we see that on east side 
there is more land population than on west side. 
Hence to get center we have to shift east. 

Mecca city is a 21.5° on North side of equator, and 
approximately at the centre of populated land on 
earth. Which you can observe from following 
diagram. Hence Mecca is called naval of earth or 
Nabha Prithviya.

• The verses of holy Bible related to Mecca 
is as follow 

As per holy Bible, prophet David prayed to God to 
win the battle and occupy the land of Jerusalem 
(Israel) and expell out non-believer from their. 
(Psalm 83-84)The few verses of his prayer is as 
follow. 

How lovely is your dwelling place. 

0 lord Almighty 
My soul yearns, 

even faints for the courts of the Lord, 
my heart and my flesh cry. 
and for the living God. 

0 LORD Almigily, my King and my God. 

Blessed ore those who dwell in your house. 

They are ever praising you. 

Blessed are those whose strength is in you. 

Who have set their hearts on pilgrimage. 

As they pass thought the valley of Baca. 

They make it a place of spring. 

The antumn rains also cover it with pool. 
Better is one day in your courts, 
than a thousand elsewhere. 

I would rather be a doorkeeper in the house of my 
God. 

Than dwell in the tents of the wicked. 

0 LORD Almighty, blessed is the man who trusts in 
you. (Psalm 84-1-12) 

Scholar says, in above verses, "your House" 
means 'Kaaba 1 , pilgrimage means pilgrim of Hajj, 

Baca means Mecca. And Spring means "the spring 
ZamZam" which is just near to Kaaba. 

• Note:- Holy city mecca is refered with five 
name in holy Quran one of than is Baca. 

For example in chapter 3_ verese as (96-9) it says. 


Surely the first house appointed for men (for 
worship of God) is the one at Baca, blessed and a 
guidance for the man-kind. In it there are clear 
signs (miracles, and one of it is) the standing 
place of Abraham (That is deep foot impression on 
hard Rock), whoever enters it shall be protected. 
It is compulsory for those who can afford, to visit 
this place (perform Hajj). If you don't do, then 
God also don't depends on any one. 

Why non-Muslim are not allowed in Mecca city. 

Since ancient time the residents of Mecca city use 
to believe in God, they use to perform hajj. But 
After certain period of time they forgot the 
teachings of prophets and along with God they 
also start praying idols of various deities, such as 
laat, bannat, uzzaa, hubaal etc, with assumption 
that these deities will advocate for them infront of 
God, or bless them with prosperity, and protect 
them from clematis. 

• This belief was against the teaching of Noah 
(Manu), Abraham, Moses, Jesus, etc. Hence God 
reveal verse of Quran (9:28) to Mohammad (Pbuh) 
and prohibit entry of anyone who ever has belief 
other than what God want us to have. So because 
of this instruction of God, even the original 
residents of Mecca, who use to perform hajj and 
had belief in God, but also had belief in various 
deities, were also prohibited form entering this 
sacred city. And it is the same reason because of 
which everyone is prohibited to enter this city, if 
he had belief in many deities, along with God. 


The Supreme Being gives riches to those who sing His praises. He is the Lord of 
the precious Sun. He maintains human affairs. He is the objects of deep respect. 
He is generous. He looks after those who worship Him in their homes. (Rig veda 2:i:7) 




Chapter No. 20 

Cause of Calamities 


The rain of fire 

Since three days it was so hot that everybody in the 
cityof Madain was desperate for somerelief.They saw 
dark cloud with cold wind outside their city. The 
whole city ran out below the cloud for some relief. 
When all of them gathered below the cloud, with 
expectation of few cold showers,fire started raining 
on them with extremely loud thunder, killing every 
individual of that city. 

One of the reasons of such a severe divine punishment 
was Tatfeef. 

• Madain is a place between Saudi Arabia and 

Syria. God sent prophet Shoeb (Pbuh) to teach and 
guide them. 

When prophet Shoeb (Pbuh) used to preach, they used 
to ask, “Does your teaching and prayer prohibits us 
the worship of Gods our ancestors worshiped since 
long time, or should we stop using our own hard 
earned money the way we want?” (Quran ii:85). 

The above verses mean that they were 
extremely annoyed with the idea of worship of one 
God and divine guidance forfinancialdealings. 

The reason of getting annoyed at preaching about 
financial transactions was that all of them were 
traders or someway related to business and whenever 
they used to conduct business transactions they used 
to cheat. They used to give less, inferior or defective 
material when they sold, and whenever they used to 
purchase they expected the best. They also used to 
threaten innocent people and rob carvans passing 
through their territory. 

God condemned them in following words: 

“Woe for the defrauders. Those who when they take 
the measure for themselves they demand it full. But if 
they measure for others or weigh for others, they 
cause them loss. Do such (men) not consider that they 
will be raised again. 

(Holy Quran 83:1-6) 

God said: 

“They neglected and refused prophet Shoeb (pbuh), 
because of which the punishment by black cloud was 
imposed upon them.” 

(Holy Quran 26:189) 


The rain of Stones 

Prophet Lut (Pbuh) was nephew of prophet 
Abraham He was resident of Ur, an ancient town in 
mesopotamia(Iraq), but commanded by God to go to 
sodom and Gomorrah for guidance of peoples. 

People of Gomorrah and sodom were 
committing grave sins, such as homosexual 
intercourse and robbery. When prophet Lut (Pbuh) 
preached them for right conduct, they threatened him. 
As per holy Quran they said “And the answer of his 
people was only that they said (to one another) expel 
them out of your city. As these are the people who want 
to keep them self pious” (Holy Quran7:82) 

One day three angels in the disguise of 
handsome young boys came to prophet Lut (Pbuh) as 
guest. When people got the news of visit of charming 
boys, they came running and tried to invade the house 
of prophet, and demanded Prophet Lut (Pbuh) to deliver 
the guest to them. The prophet was much upset, and 
said to them “0 my people! Here are my daughters. You 
can marry them. Fear God, don't degrade me (in 
presence of) my guest. Is there not among you any 
righteous man? 

They rejected prophet's appeal, and said “well 
you know that we have no interest in your daughters, 
and you know what we want” (Holy Quran 11:78:79) 

When Angels saw the anxiety of prophet, they 
said “0 Lut (Pbuh) we are angels of your lord. These 
people cannot reach you. (We have come to punish 
them). Before early morning you and your family leave 
this city. Because in morning they will be punished. 

(Holy Quran 11:81) 

Before sunrise a deadly earth quack over took 
them with extremely loud sound. Angels also rained 
stones on them. So not a single person survived in that 
city. Wife of prophet Lut (Pbuh) also got killed in this 
Devine punishment, because she was having sympathy 
with homosexuals. 

In holy Bible also we get said detail of prophet Lut 
(Pbuh) and this follower, with minor difference. In 
Holy Bible angels rained burning sulphr on both the 
cities to kill them (Genesis-chapter-19, versesl-30) 

Homosexuality is a deadly sin, neither commits it nor 
have sympathy with homosexuals. 
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The deadly sand strom 

Manu or Noah or Hazrat Nooh(Pbuh) had 
three sons. Ham, Shem, and Japheth. Aad communities 
settled in yaman, and were descendants of Shem. God 
blessed them with abundance of wealth, cattle, 
children and gardens. They were tall in stature and 
were skillful masons. They build magnificent palace 
near Adan, which is known as "garden of Iram" .They 
had a mighty empire, which spreads over Syria, Iraq, 
Iran, Pakistan, and all Arab countries. These people 
were proud of their achievement, and considered 
themselves to be invincible. Slowly they diverted from 
teachings of Manu, and indulge in sins, acts of 
injustice, violence, and worship of many deities such as 
saqiah, salimah, raziqah, hafizun etc. 

God sent Prophet Hud (Pbuh) for their 
guidance. Prophet Hud said to them “0 brothers, 
worship one God, only He is eligible to be worshiped, 
why don't you fear Him”. Then the leader of Aad 
Community replied to prophet “Hud(Pbuh) you look 
like a fool and liar”. Prophet Hud said, “o, people, I am 
not a fool, but messenger of your lord. I am your well 
wisher and delivering you the massage of God. Are you 
surprised that God had sent you massage through a 
human being?. Remember the favour of God who 
blessed you with prosperity and gave you dominances 
after Manu (Nooh)”.Aad community said "have you 
come to distract and stop us from worship of those 
deities to whom our ancestors are worshiping (Since 
long time)? If you are true prophet then bring the 
Devine punishment by which you are threatening us 
(Holy Quran 7:65:70) 

And the punishment came in form of a deadly 
sand storm. It remained flowing over them for seven 
night and eight days, and destroyed everything. 

At the end God says “we saved the prophet Hud and his 
followers, and chopped off the roots of those who 
denied our Revelations and those who did not believed 
in US. (Holy Quran 7:72) 

The Killer Scream 

Bani Thamud were settled in wadi-al-Qura 
and al-Hajr. Which is between Syria and Saudi arabia. 
They were also desendent of Shem (Son of Hazrat Nooh 
or Manu). 

God blessed them prosperity and physical 


strength. They were so strong that they use to make 
their houses in Solid rock in mountain by cutting them 
like caves. 

Strength and prosperity took away there 
wisdom, and they also started worshiping deities 
other than God. God sent Prophet Salih(Pbuh) for 
their Guideness. Arrogant Thamudies demanded 
Prophet Salih(Pbuh) a miracle. 

On their demand God created a she-camel 
form a Solid Rock. But the feeling of prosperity and 
strength was so intence that it took over their senses. 
They killed she camel, and challanged prophet 
Salih(Pbuh) and said “bring those devine punishment 
by which you was threating us”. 

And the punishment came in form of a deadly 
loud sound, by morning everyone was dead. (Their 
houses which they made in mountain still exist.) 

• Holy Vedas says; 

“Principles of God does not changes”. (Rugved-5:24:io) 
“No one can change the law of God” (Atherved- i8:i:io) 
Holy Quran says, “The Principales of God doesn't 
changes” (Holy Quran - 10:64) 

“And you will not find any changes in Laws of God” 
(Holy Quran - 48:23) 

God has terminated and punished many civilisations, 
cities, and tribes. When they ignored God and His 
commandment. And He will keep on doing it, if we 
also ignore Him and His commandment. 

• To warn people, God said: 

“Look at deserted cities of these ancient civilizations 
that never occupied or populated after I terminated 
them, but very few. (After their termination) No one 
claimed their property, and wealth, so everything 
(returns to) belongs to God. ’’(Holy Quran 28:58) 

• Read books about ancient civilizations from 
your nearby library or study on internet. You will find 
history of many civilisations in which their buildings 
and monuments still exist, but people died without a 
clear reason. You will not find any of those books 
saying that many ancient civilizations got terminated 
because of God's wrath. But when you read them you 
will realise or feel that nothing but God's wrath must 
have terminated them, similar to the termination of 
civilization of Hud, Aad, Samud and Madain, which are 
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described in detail in the Quran, Bible and Tohra. 

• For examples (As per Whitaker's world of fact by 
Russell Ash page no 119 ) abandoned cities or cities in 
which only people died are Angkor of Combodia, 
chichen Itza of Maxico, cliff palace (Mesa verde) 
Colorado of USA, Machu picchu of peru, Ur of Iraq etc. 

Cities destroyed by other calamities are 
pompeii of italy, Troy of Turkey, etc. 

Cities submerged in sea are Atlantis, sunken 
city in Okinawa waters (Japan), sunken city off Cuba 
etc. No one can give exact reason of termination of 
these civilisations. 

• With prosperity generally human being 
ignores religions teaching, and adopt a life style and 
religious rituals which he likes or prefers, instead of 
what is true. When he too much deviates from right 
path, God warns human being with mild punishment 
such as, drought, flood, earth quake, recessions, 
epidemics etc. 

But when human being remain adamant and 
refuse to take the lesson, then God says "I opened the 
door of prosperity on them, and when they were 
enjoying it. We sudden seized them" (Holy Quran 6:44) 

The stories which we described and the 
photograph exhibited are all those civilsations which 
are seized by divine punishments. 

So even after having prosperity let us not 
lose our sense, and respect for religious teaching, and 
try to follow the righteous path, because only " 
Righteous will flourish like a palm tree" (Bible PS 92:12) 


• Unfair business practice, injustice in society, 

violence, committing sins openly and boldly, 
homosexuality, and worshiping various deities as God, 
and ignoring the commandment of God are some of the 
crimes which bring wrath of God. 

Hence let's try to avoid them for prosperity of our 
society and our country.

Chapter No. 21 

What is Islam? 


• Islam means sincerely following the instructions 
of God. 

• What are the instructions God has given for 
mankind? 

There are five main instructions of God for human 
being. These are as follows: 

1. Acknowledge Him alone as God, and follow His 
instructions. 

2. Worship Him. 

3. Control evil nature and become righteous. 

4. Help to poors. 

5. Once in life time, all wealthy people should get 
collected at centre of the world, and pray to God 
together. 

Let us study each instruction in detail as follows: 

• 1 st Instruction of God:- 

• Acknowledge Him alone as God, and follow His 

instructions. 

• Upnishad says, "He is one without partnership of 
others." (Chandogya Upnishad 6:2:1) 

• Rig Veda says, "0 believers! do not worship 
anyone except Him (God). He is the only God." (Rig 

Veda 8:1:1) 

• Brahma Sutra says, "God is one, no one is there 
except Him, never, not a little bit." 

• Atharva Veda says, "That God is one."( Atharva Veda 
10:9:29) 

• In Holy Bible God says, "I am the God, except me. 
There is no other God." (Holy Bible 46:9, Deuteronomy 6:4, 
Mark 12:29:32) 

• Holy Quran says, "No one is eligible to be 
worshiped, except one God." (Holy Quran 48:19) 

• God do not speak to human being directly. He 
sends instructions through His instructors, and 
through books. 

If we acknowledge and accept the instructor as 
true representative of God, then only we can accept 
His teachings. Hence along with acknowledging God a 
supreme power, we also have to accept the instructors 
of God as His true representative. 

The last instructor of God in this Kalyug is Kalki 
Avtar or Prophet Muhammad (pbuh). 

• As per holy scripture of all the religions, God is 
one. And as per prediction of books of all the religions. 


prophet Muhammad (pbuh) is the last prophet of God. 
So the 1st instruction of God is to accept this fact from 
bottom of our heart. 

• Saying acknowledging and accepting the truth is 
pronounced verbally. It could be said in any language. 
In Arabics it is said as follows: 

"La ilaha illallahu, Muhammad-ur-Rasoolulllah". 
(Sahih Bukhari, Vol. 2, Hadith No. 7) 

It means no one is eligible to be worshiped except 
God, and Muhammad (pbuh) is His Messenger. This is 
also called as 'Kalima'. 'Kalima' means sentence or word 
or statement. 

Priest community of Non Muslims calls this sentence as "un- 
kahee". It is wispered in the ear of a dying person, so that he also 
recites it. By reciting it. the process of separation of body & soul 
become easy, and soul conveniently travel in parlok to it's final 
distination. 

• 2 nd instruction of God:- 

"WorshipHim." 

• In Holy Quran God says, "I have created human 
beings and Jinn for my worship." (Holy Quran 51:56) 

• The last messenger (pbuh) said, "God says, 0 
children of Adam, remain busy in my prayer, and I will 
make you prosperous and end your miseries. And if you 
don't do so, then I will keep your hand busy and never 
end your miseries and poverty, (ibne Majah Hadeeth 4107) 

• Holy Bible says, "The righteous shall flourish like a 
palm tree." (Holy Bible PS 92:12) 

That means as palm tree is taller than other trees; 
prosperity of righteous will be more than a common 
man. 

• Holy Rig Veda says, "One who does not believe in 
Him (God) is His (God's) enemy. He destroys the 
possessions Of His enemies " (Rig Veda 2:12:5) 

• How to pray? 

• During exile period of 14 years, Hanumanji asked 
Shri Ram about how to pray God. Then Shri Ram taught 
him following way of prayer. 

Em: fiRFf: smiftfcR ^ to diKHricjsf 3# mFf: 
rRf 3Thr 14 C4 >4 41 41 F7FS (Sri Ram Tatwamreet) 

Translation: first stand straight. And then do 



"Dandwat" (That means touch your forehead to 
ground). Then sit on ground (with kundali), then bow 
down like half moon, then sit down with full 
concentration and remembrance of God. 

• "Shashtang" is a type of prayer in which eight 
body parts touches to ground, while we worship to 
God. These eight body parts are forehead, nose, two 
hands, two knees, and two feet. 

(ASHT means eight, ANG means body parts. 
SHASTANG means prayer touching eight body parts) 

SHASHTANG is called SAJDA in Arabic, and 
Prostration in English. It is also described in Holy 
Bible (Genesis 17:3, Numbers 20:6, Joshna 5:14, Mathew 26:39). 

• NAMAZ is somewhat similar to or combination of 
Shashtang and what shri Ram taught to Hanumanji. 

• In general, all religion advices three time prayer. 
That is early morning, noon and evening. For example 
in "Trikal Sandheya" prayer is offered at sun-rise, at 
noon, and atsun-set. 

• In Islam it is five times, and takes only 5 to 10 
minutes. The timing of prayer as per Islam are before 
sun-rise (Fajr), at lunch time (Zohar), at tea time 
(Asar), after sun-set (Magrib), and at dinner time 
(Isha). 

• God promised in Holy Quran to give pious and 
comfortable life to righteous people. (Holy Quran 
16:97) 

• Prayers bring peace and prosperity in life, hence 
even for materialistic prosperity we should become 
righteous and religious. 

• 3 rd instruction of God:- 

"Controlyour evil nature." 

• Howto control our evil nature? 

Why people become alcoholic or gambler etc. 
because they don't have will power to control 
themself. When will power become strong, then only 
human being can control his evil nature and can walk 
comfortably on righteous path. 

• To develop will power, fasting is prescribed. In 
Manu Smriti (Chapter 6, verse 24) one month fasting is 
instructed. In holy Bible fasting is prescribed. 
(Mathew 17:21 Mark 9:29). Holy Quran also instructed 
for one month fasting. 

God says in holy Quran that: 


"Fasting was compulsory for all earlier 
civilizations and nations, and for you also it is 
compulsory. And we have made it compulsory for you 
so that you can become righteous people." (Holy 
Quran 2:183) 

So the reason of fasting is to develop will powerto 
become righteous person. It is not for torturing human 
being. God is most merciful. He don't trouble anyone. 

• Fasting means not eating, drinking from earLy 
morning to sun-set. While fasting sexual relationship 
and sins are prohibited strictly. 

Controlling hunger and thrust is most difficult 
emotion or necessity. One, who can control himself and 
remain hungry willingly, can control any kind of 
natural urge of human being. For such a person 
becoming righteous becomes very easy. 

• 4 th instruction of God:- 

"Help to poors." 

God feeds to everyone, but through some source 
or some means. Some time it is you, through whom God 
want to feed someone else. So after having surplus 
profit, it becomes your duty to pass-on a small 
quantity of profit to the person for whom God has 
given you surplus money. 

For example Mr. A has two children, a son B and 
daughter C. Both his children got married, and Mr. A 
died. Suppose after some time daughter ’C become a 
widow, and her in-laws do not support her, and if she 
do not have any source of income, then it become 
religious duty of brother B to help her sister C. 

As per divine instruction, whatever surplus profit 
(or saving) brother B gets, at the end of a year, 2.5 % of 
that saving he has to spend for poor, and first he has to 
start with those who are most close to him, that is his 
poor sister. And after fulfilling needs of his sister, he 
can pass-on balance amount to distant relatives, and 
after them to poors of society. 

For respectful society, this system of looking-after 
of poors is necessary. Hence God has made it 
compulsory. This yearly donations of 2.5% of saving is 
called ZAKAT. 

• In Zakat, we have to donate 2.5 % of our surplus 
profit or savings for following purpose. 

1. Poor (without source of income). 

2. Needy (Respected but under-privileged people of 
society). 

3. Salary of those who render their service for 
collection and distribution of alms (Donation). 
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4. To attract people for Noble causes. 

5. To free slaves. 

6. To free those who are in debt-trap. 

7. To wayfarers (Travelers who lost their money in 

journey). 

8. To spread the message of God. 

(Holy Quran 9:150) 

In this book in chapter of "Devine Punishment" 
we studied many verses of holy Vedas which describes 
the importance of donation, and punishment for 
eating our own hard earned money alone. 

In Bible also (l. Peter 4:8) donation is firmly 
recommended. Hence for our own prosperity and to 
earn favor of God, we should donate regularly. 

• 5 th instruction of God:- 

"Get collected at one place." 

• We studied the legend of flood in chapter "The 
Lost prophets". As whole world again populated by 
Manu and his sons, so each and every civilization, 
nation, and culture of the world has one common 
story of great flood. But there are great difference 
between names, place, and description of this 
calamity. 

• Reason of this difference is due to 
communication gap or error. As there is no one to 
correct it, or there is no reference to match it, hence 
error keeps on accumulating, and whole story gets 
changed. To avoid such accumulation of error in 
religious faith, God has made it compulsory for 
wealthy human being of the entire world to get 
collected at one place, once in life time, at the centre 
of the earth, and pray to God, all together in one 
house. By such get together of all human being of 
world at one place create a sense of brotherhood 
among people. They learn from each other, correct 
each other, advice and help each other. Hence error of 
belief does not accumulates or propagates. 

Centre to earth is Mecca, said house is Kaaba and 
process of this gettogetheris called Hajj. 

Other reason of Hajj is cleaning ourself from 
burden of sins, and rehearsal of judgment day. (For 
details read chapter No. 42, page No. 356 of "Law of success 
for both the worlds" on website: www.scribd.com) 

In chapter No. 20 with title "Kaaba, the common 
place of worship" we have studied importance of 
Kaaba as per Atharva Veda, and the blessing which we 
get by visiting there. 

Holy Bible (Psalms 8:4-6) also describes the 


importance of visiting to Kaaba. 

The common divine laws: 

• Holy Vedas says: 

"Law of God does not change." (Rig Veda i:24:io) 

Holy Quran also confirms: 

"(Such has been) the law of God already in the 
past. And you will not find any changes in law of God 
(with change in era)." (Holy Quran 48:23) 

In our research study also we found that all these 
five instructions God has given in every divine book, 
and to every nation, and to every prophet since 
beginning of the world. But it is the priest community 
who always changed it in every era. And remained the 
biggest hurdle between common-man and righteous path 
of God. 

When laws of all religions are same then why there is so 
much differences between the followers of those 
religions? 

We willanswerthis question with an example: 

• Holy Quran says, "Say (0 Muhammad) that I do not 
possess the treasures of God, nor that I have 
knowledge of unseen (future), and I don't say that lam 
an angel. I follow only that which is revealed to me." 
(6:50) 

• As per Hadith, Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) clearly 
told his daughter Hazrat Fatima (R.A) that even though 
you are my daughter then also on the judgment day I 
will not be able to help you. You will be judged as per 
your deeds. 

• God is one, and final authority, and Prophet 
Muhammad (pbuh) is His slave and messenger. This is 
the basic faith of Islam. But slowly some sects of 
Muslims are changing their faith. Few lines of a poem, 
which expresses their faith are as follow: 

1. Main to Maalik hi kahoon ga ke ho Maalik ke habeeb. 
Yaanee Mehboob aur Muhib mein Naheen tera mera. 

(This is engraved in Muhammadi Sunni Mosque at Bhandup, Mumbai-78) 

This means (0 Muhammad!) I will call you as Lord 
only. As you are beloved of the Lord (God), Admirer 
(God) and beloved (Muhammad pbuh) do not dispute 
over their authority (to govern this universe). 

2. Wahi jo mustavee tha arsh par khuda ho kar 
Nikal pada hai Madine main mustufa ho kar 



This means that the God who was sitting on His 
throne as God (in heaven), has incarnated as 
Muhammad in Madina. 

People engrave such teachings in their Mosques, 
and priest community forcefully advocates them. As 
in common people even one in ten thousand also do 
not have thorough knowledge of their holy 
scriptures, hence people blindly accept them and 
follow them. 

Some sects of Muslims are in Transition state. 
They are taking U-turn from teachings of Islam, and 
going back to square one. 

Before Islam and Prophet Muhammad (pbuh), 
(1500 years ago), Muslim were believing in one 
supreme God, and they used to perform Hajj, but they 
also believed in many deities. After 100 or 200 year, 
some sects of Muslim will again believe in one 
supreme God, will perform Hajj, but may also believe 
in many Babas and Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) as 
someone who can bless same way as God do.

The Ark of Noah/Ship of Manu. 

In this photo looking south, you see what 
remains of the ARK OF NOAH ( what you 
actually see here is a below-the-waterline 
impression - an earthen mold in hardened, 
blackened mud ), of the great ship that had been 
ensnared thousands of years past by a limestone 
rock outcropping which juts from the west side 
of a narrow defde and pierced the side, to the 
heart of the vessel, ending its downhill slide. 
This is an interesting 
and perhaps prophetic 
parallel to another 
famous saviour of 
humanity whose side 
was pierced at the end 
oflife. 

The Ark of Noah's 
final impression is 
located in the 
narrowest part of an 
earthslide at 6,200 feet 
above sealevel, on a 
mountain in eastern 
Turkey, about a mile 
west of the Turkish / 

Iranian border and 17 
miles south of Mount 
Ararat. This hull-mold 
is not the "Ark of 
Noah," but rather an impression of where the Ark 
was before it was scavenged for wood building 
materials and finally rotted away several 
thousands of years ago. The wood of the ship no 
longer exists. In Josephus’ day (1st century 
A.D.), people were still gathering amulets and 
talismans of tar from the ark to "ward off evil 
spirits." The hull impression is 538 feet in length 
measured by Fasold, & Baumgardner in 1988. 
Originally the ship measured 550 feet overall, 
which is precisely 300 cubits of 22 inch length. 
This cubit length was determined by dividing the 
sub-surface bulkhead measurements done by 
Fasold and Bamgardner, by the smallest ( closest 
to the cubit ) common denominator, which was 
22 inches. 

The great Noah's Ark ruin was discovered in 
modem times in May of 1948 by local Kurdish- 


Turkish farmer Reshit Sarihan after a series of 
three earthquakes shook apart the surrounding 
loose and expansive soils that had entrapped it 
for many centuries. Higher up by 1,200 feet 
elevation and a mile east by southeast, on this 
mountain which is called by the local Kurds, 
"Mashur" ( also known as "Cudi Dag" but 
pronounced "Judi Da" in Turkish - which means 
"mountain of the Kurds" ), is located the Ark of 
Noah's original touchdown, or hard landing 
place, discovered by this author in 1 994, and first 

published in June 
of 1997. See 
"Place fo First 
Descent." 

After David Deal, 
this author and 
discoverer, was 
invited to Turkey 
in October of 
1998 by Professor 
M . Salih 
Bayraktutan of 
A t a t u r k 
University, 
Erzurum to look 
over the claims of 
discovery, at 
which time, and 
on an subsequent 
three day 
expedition the following year, they confirmed 
his claims of discovery of Noah's lost city 
Naxuan to a large degree ( -many dwellings and 
signs of great human occupation were found at 
7,400 foot ground level and human ribs were 
taken and dated by Professor Rob Michelson of 
Gatech, GA to 1950 +/- 50 years BC.). This 
radiometric date is approximately 70 years after 
the death of Noah. Deal discovered Naxuan by 
analysis of a 1959 Turkish / NATO aerial 
mapping photograph that showed the ark mold 
impression in the center, but also the remains of 
the first two cities of our post flood civilization: 
NAXUAN, two kilometers higher up the 
mountain, and the second city, SERON, just west 
of the ark's final resting place. These two cities 
are discussed by ancient writers such as Berosus, 
Moses of Chronen, Ptolemy the geographer, and 
Josephus, among others.
